Gas Leak Biamed As Janitor

BARBERTON, OHIO, June 1 
—Three investigations 
into 
the 
school blast th at injured 53 B ar­ 
berton children and four adults 
started today while several vic­ 
tims still lay near death in hos­ 
pitals. 
The ex plosion, which wrecked 
an eight-room 
frame 
residence 
converted into a schoolhouse, was 
rtttributed to gas by Fire Chief 
Witwer. 
It was believed th at the 
gas leaked into the basement of 
the building from a gas main dis­ 
placed by recent sewer construc­ 
tion and was ignited when Janitor 
P. S. Wliite burned papers in the 
basement. 
Investigations were started by 
the Ohio State 
Industrial com­ 
mission, the E ast Ohio Gas com­ 
pany and 
the 
Barberton school 
board. 
Most 
seriously 
injured 
-were 
White, who suffered severe bum s 
on the arms and hands, and four 
pupils 
in 
the 
school, 
Frances 
Fisher, 7, possible skull fracture, 
broken jaw, first degree 
bum s 
and head lacerations, Mary M at­ 
tingly , 7, possible skull fracture, 
Dorothy Young, 6, possible skull 
fracture 
and 
bum s and 
Ella 
Chambers, 7. 
The ex plosion blew the side of 
the building on the lower floor 
completely away from the house, 
caused a second-story 
floor to 
collapse and literally blew 
the 
children from the building. 
Several 
children 
and 
one 
teacher, 
Miss 
May belle Miller, 
who suffered a broken leg, were 
caught beneath the falling second 
floor. 
Dr. P. J. McGuire, one of the 
phy sicians who treated many of 
the children, 
said that he was 
standing near the building when 
the ex plosion occurred. 
"There was a big blast of fire 
and then the walls 
came 
out," 
Dr. McGuire said. 
"I ran over to 
a store and told them to call the 
fire departm ents and then I ran 
into the building and helped sev­ 
eral children out.

school blast that injured 53 Bar­ 
berton children and four adults 
started today while several vie 
tims still lay near death in hos­ 
pitals. 
The explosion, which wrecked 
an eight-room 
frame 
residence 
converted into a schoolhouse, was 
ptttributed to gas by Fire Chief 
Witwer. It was believed that the 
gas leaked into the basement of 
the building from a gas main dis­ 
placed by recent sewer construc­ 
tion and was ignited when Janitor 
P. S. Wliite burned papers in the 
basement. 
Investigations were started by 
the Ohio State 
Industrial com­ 
mission, the East Ohio Gas com­ 
pany and 
the 
Barberton school 
board. 
Most 
seriously 
injured 
were 
White, who suffered severe bums 
on the arms and hands, and four 
pupils 
in 
the 
school, 
Frances 
Fisher, 7, possible skull fracture, 
broken jaw, first degree 
bums 
and head lacerations, Mary Mat­ 
tingly, 7, possible skull fracture, 
Dorothy Young, 6, possible skull 
fracture 
and 
bums and 
Ella 
Chambers, 7. 
The explosion blew the side of 
the building on the lower floor 
completely away from the house, 
caused a second-story 
floor to 
collapse and literally blew 
the 
children from the building. 
Several 
children 
and 
one 
teacher, 
Miss 
Maybelle Miller, 
who suffered a broken leg, were 
caught beneath the falling second 
floor. 
Dr. P. J. McGuire, one of the 
physicians who treated many of 
the children, 
said that he was 
standing near the building when 
the explosion occurred. 
“There was a big blast of fire 
and then the walls 
came 
out,” 
Dr. McGuire said. 
“I ran over to 
a store and told them to call the 
fire departments and then I ran 
into the building and helped sev 
eral children out. 
“Several more children ran by 
me with blood 
streaming from 
their faces but they were so 
scared it was like trying to catch 
rabbits. 
“Then I went to the Barber­ 
ton clinic 
because I knew the 
other doctor was away.” 
The children 
were 
taken 
to 
Citizens 
hospital 
in 
Barberton 
and to the clinic. 
A total of 57 
persons was admitted to the two 
hospitals for treatment.

NEW SKILLS FOR JEWS 


T HE Jews in Germany are .seeking to pre­ 
pare themselves for different kinds of 
work. The jobs they have held are rapid­ 
ly being closed to them. 
The new cou n­ 
tries to which they hope to migrate do not 
always have openings in the lines they 
have formerly followed. 
Necessity forced 
the change, bu t cou rage and ingenu ity are 
directing it intelligently. 
This work really began some years ago, 
before Hitler’s anti-Semitic program was 
lau nched. Far-seeing Jews recognized the i 
tru th in the criticism that their people con­ 
centrated too mu ch in the intellectu al occu ­ 
pations. They began a movement to train 
them in other fields. 
Thu s the Jews are becoming farmers j 
and manu al laborers and craftsmen in 
order to be able to su pport themselves and 
families wherever their destiny may take 
them. 
They have established farm colo­ 
nies in Argentina. They have trade schools 
and training cou rses set u p in immigration 
centers in England, Holland and Sweden. 
Jews in other parts of the world have 
given financial su pport for the work. 
The system is not operating perfectly, 
j 
Wou ld-be farmers have had to go into 
indu strial cou ntries and English-speaking 
Jews into Spanish-speaking cou ntries, and 
so on. 
Bu t the germ of a great develop-* 
ment is there and it shou ld mean hofie and | 
cou rage to these persecu ted people in this 
new time of trou ble. 


TOWNSEND ACT 
There are several remarkable things 
in the Townsend bill on which the Hou se 
will vote this week, one being the fabu lou s 
langu age of the second paragraph on page 
six , which reads as follows: 
“Throu ghou t 
the Act the present tense inclu des the past 
and fu tu re tenses; and the fu tu re, the 
present. 
The mascu line gender inclu des 
the feminine and neu ter. 
The singu lar 
nu mber inclu des the plu ral and the plu ral 
the singu lar. 
‘Shall’ means ‘mu st’ and is 
mandatory.

Milk, the best of all foods, m u st 
be clean; of all foods, it is the most 
easily contaminated. Probably the 
greatest advance in medicine in this 
centu ry has been the produ ction 
commercially of clean milk. 
The 
spectre of other days—“baby’s first 
su mmer”—is gone. Bu t the greatest

single cau se of the staggering in­ 
fant m ortality of ou r grandfathers’ 
dsvs wa 3 “ su mmer com plaint,” or 
infantile diarrhea, from contam in­ 
ated milk. 
In every city there shou ld be 
sev­ 
eral kinds of safe milk. These shou ld 
be gu aranteed by the health depart­ 
ment after proper inspection and 
su pervision. 


First Sold in 1893 


Pasteu rized milk was first sold in 
New York City in 1893, when N athan 
Strau s established the first of his 
famou s milk stations. Since then it 
is generally agreed by health au ­ 
thorities that, everything else being 
equ al, pasteu rized milk is the safest. 
The only raw milk which shou ld 
be sold is certified milk. This is milk 
of ex ceptional qu ality, produ ced by 
selected dairies in accordance with 
rigid national standards, enforced 
by official milk commissions and 
local medical societies. The physical 
condition of the herd and of the 
dairy employees, and the condition 
of the stables are carefu lly su per­ 
vised. Regu lar laboratory ex am ina­ 
tions of the milk are made weekly, 
or oftener. 


l/ow Bacterial Cou nt 


Certified milk mu st not contain 
more than 10,000 bacteria per cu bic 
centim eter; actu ally it averages a 
mu ch lower cou nt It m u st be deliv­ 
ered to the consu mer within 30 
hou rs after produ ction. 
Certified milk p a steu rized 
, & ?e- 
cently approved produ ct has re­ 
su lted in a milk with the lowest bac­ 
terial cou nt ever known. 
Pa steu rized milk is the safest and 
best milk for the family of average 
economic statu s. It comes in Grade 
A and Grade B forms. 


Both A and B pasteu rized milk 
are requ ired to come from cattle 
that are free from tu bercu losis. 
Grade A cattle are ex amined by, 
veterinarians more frequ ently than 
Grade B herds. Grade A milk is 
cooled at 50 degrees Fahrenheit im­ 
mediately after milking and Grade 
B at 60 degrees. 
Grade A pasteu rized milk, when 
delivered to the cu stomer, m u st not 
contain over 30,000 bacteria colonies 
per cu bic centimeter, Grade B not 
more than 50,000. 


ITigher Qu alities 


The nu tritive qu alities of Grade 
A milk are slightly higher than 
Grade B. 
Grade A pasteu rized milk is re­ 
qu ired to be delivered to the con­ 
su mer within 36 hou rs after pas­ 
teu rization. 
Grade B pasteu rized milk may be 
sold u p to within 54 hou rs after 
pasteu rization. 
Grade B milk is, however, a good 
safe milk for drinking or cooking. 
Pasteu rization consists in heating 
milk to a tem peratu re of 143 degrees 
Fahrenheit and keeping it there for 
a t least 30 minu tes. It destroys dis­ 
ease-produ cing germs and redu ces 
all germs by abou t 90 per cent. 
Evaporated milk (not the same as 
condensed milk) is sold in cans and, 
properly prepared, is a safe, n u tri­ 
tiou s milk. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B. F. G.: “ Please tell me throu gh 
you r colu mn abou t the u se of psyl­ 
liu m seed as a lax ative. Does the 
glu e-like or lu bricating elements of 
these seeds become so mix ed with 
the food in the intestinal tract as to 
interfere with the action of the di­ 
gestive ju ices, etc.?” 
Answer: Psylliu m seeds are clas­ 
sified as one of the rou ghage lax a­ 
tives whose action depends on bu lk 
and not on any medicinal qu ality. 
Their jelly-like ex ternal capsu le 
does not mix with food as can be 
demonstrated if you allow some of 
the seeds to swell u p in a glass of 
w ater and then add some crackers 
that have been chewed in the mou th.

DIET AND HEALTH 


B e S l i r e \ o u G e t G o o d , C l e a n M i l k . 


Both A and B pasteurized milk 
are required to come from cattle 
that are free from tuberculosis. 
Grade A cattle are examined by 
veterinarians more frequently than 
Grade B herds. Grade A milk is 
cooled at 50 degrees Fahrenheit im­ 
mediately after milking and Grade 
B at 60 degrees. 
Grade A pasteurized milk, when 
delivered to the customer, m ust not 
contain over 30,000 bacteria colonies 
per cubic centim eter, Grade B not 
more than 50,000.

THE COW, as an enthusiastic 
toastm aster at a milk banquet said, 
is the foster-m other of the human 
race. 
Milk, the best of all foods, m ust 
be clean; of all foods, it is the most 
easily contam inated. Probably the 
greatest advance in medicine in this 
century has been the production 
commercially of clean milk.

In every city there should be sev­ 
eral kinds of safe milk. These should 
be guaranteed by the health depart­ 
ment after proper inspection and 
supervision. 


First Sold in 1893 


Pasteurized milk was first sold in 
New York City in 1893, when N athan 
Straus established the first of his 
famous milk stations. Since then it 
is generally agreed by health au­ 
thorities that, everything else being 
equal, pasteurized milk is the safest. 
The only raw milk which should 
be sold is certified milk. This is milk 


Higher Qualities 


The nutritive qualities of Grade 
A milk are slightly higher than 
Grade B. 
Grade A pasteurized milk is re­ 
quired to be delivered to the con­ 
sumer within 36 hours after pas­ 
teurization. 
Grade B pasteurized milk may be 
sold up to within 54 hours after 
pasteurization. 
Grade B milk is, however, a good 
safe milk for drinking or cooking. 
Pasteurization consists in heating 
milk to a tem perature of 143 degrees 
Fahrenheit and keeping it there for 
at least 30 minutes. It destroys dis­ 
ease-producing germs and reduces 
all germs by about 90 per cent. 
Evaporated milk (not the same as 
condensed milk) is sold in cans and, 
properly prepared, is a safe, nu tri­ 
tious milk.

It m ust be deliv­ 
ered to the consumer within 30 
hours after production. 
Certified milk pasteurized, a de­ 
cently approved product, has re­ 
sulted in a milk with the lowest bac­ 
terial count ever known. 
Pasteurized milk is the safest and 
best milk tor the family of average 
economic status. It comes in Grade 
A and Grade B forms. 


Hum seed as a laxative. Does the 
glue-like or lubricating elements of 
these seeds become so mixed with 
the food in the intestinal tract as to 
interfere with the action of the di­ 
gestive juices, etc.?” 
Answer: Psyllium seeds are clas­ 
sified as one of the roughage laxa­ 
tives whose action depends on bulk 
and not on any medicinal quality. 
Their jelly-like external capsule 
does not mix with food as can be 
dem onstrated if you allow some of 
the seeds to swell up in a glass of 
w ater and then add some crackers 
that have been chewed in the mouth.

Despite this 
prolific spending, 
the building space falls far short 
of actual schedule according to 
indications. 
No less an autority 
than Dr. F ritz Todt, entrusted by 
Hitler with the task of construct­ 
ing the Siegried 
line and the 
double-track auto roads, recently 
revealed in an article that even 
auper-human 
efforts 
and 
regi­ 
mented haste by the Nazis leaves 
much undone, with trace of an­ 
xiety 
evident 
that 
unless 
the 
“great 
building 
tasks'* 
of 
the 
Fuehrer are completed within his 
active lifetime they will never be 
realized. 
“It is perhaps the weakest side 
of the German nation that it is 
too fo rg e tfu l of its duty toward 
grandeur” he stated almost com­ 
plainingly. 
“That's why we m ust 
bear in mind th at not only every­ 
day buildings have to be built, but 
that our era under Adolf Hitler 
must erect 
monuments 
of 
its 
grandeur as a reminder for future 
generations. 
As regards the nor­ 
mal needs of our time, they will 
be met anyhow, as soon as there 
is enough m aterial available. 
Stresses Hitler Era 
“The big monuments of our era. 
however, can only be erected as 
long as w'e have Adolf Hitler, the 
Fuehrer of the nation and its in­ 
genious architect, among us. His­ 
tory proves th at two great men 
are seldom given to a nation in 
short intervals. 
Often it takes a 
thousand years 
before 
another 
great man comes and the thousand 
years 
following his 
appearance 
live on w’h at was created during 
the era of th at m an.” 
Giving a glimpse of the restless 
pace 
a t 
wffiich 
H itler 
himself 
pushes forward 
his m ajor enter­ 
prises, 
Dr. 
Todt 
described the 
Fuehrer’s repeated visits to all sec­ 
tions of the w estern frontier dur­ 
ing the frantic building of the 
fortified line last Fall. 
The dic­ 
tator plunged into the work him­ 
self by directing even the details, 
such as placing of posts, sinking 
shafts, designing firing loopholes 
or dugout exits and testing the 
strength of concrete 
and arm a­ 
ment. 
He 
supplied 
scores 
of 
sketches and drawings, keeping in 
constant telephonic contact if his 
personal presence was impossible. 
A touch of humor was uncover­ 
ed in Dr. Todt’s revelation that the 
men conscripted for the fortifica­ 
tion work “blew” a good part of 
their wages instead of sending 
them home to their wives, which 
in turn caused criticism of under­ 
pay from the womenfolk. 
Thereupon the Reich Women’s 
Leader, Frau Scholtz-Klink, 
ac­ 
quainted herself with this state of 
affairs and solved the problem by 
informing the wives of the work­ 
ers exactly how much their men 
were earning day by day. 
The 
wives apparently went into action 
through 
letters 
and 
in 
some 
cases personal visits, with the re­ 
sult that a rem arkable increase in 
wage rem ittances soon became ap­ 
parent and criticism lessened. 
Discussing Building Program 
Discussing the 
Hitler 
building 
program in 
general, 
Dr. 
Todt 
wrote: 
“Germany still has to build a 
lot. 
W’e have to finish the build­ 
ings for the defense forces, the 
defense 
works 
protecting 
our 
borders: 
We have to enlarge our 
production establishm ents and our 
communications for distribution of 
increased production, we have to 
complete new- apartm ent buildings 
and, last 
not 
lease, 
we have to 
erect the monument 
destined to 
recall our era later on. In 1938 the 
turn over iii the German building 
trade amounted to eleven and a 
half billion m arks. 
The building 
plans for *1939 are considerably 
higher. 
It is not possible to carry 
them all out.*' 
Pleading for a nationalization of 
the building trade, improvement 
and ftandardtzation of machinery 
as well as the 
adoption of the 
Nazi principle “common weal be­ 
fore private profit,” Todt blamed

for paying such exorbitant wages 
that 
the country is being strip­
